In submitting this our annual report we have omitted 
commenting on each teacher or school as the same re- 
marks would apply to all. Our teachers have all been 
enerjetic, and spared no pains to make their school suc- 
cessful. We fully believe in the oJd saying. “As is the 
teacher so is the school,” but it needs. the united effort 
of teachers, scholars, parents and school board to achieve 
the highest results. 

We are pleased to report, that the school work has 
been very successful the past year. Progress, discipline 
and attendance have been good in all the schools and 
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teachers, parents and children are all deserving of much 
credit. There has seemed to be mutual confidence and 
respect among all that have been connected with or in- 
terested in the schools. ‘The custom of visiting our schools 
by parents and all interested in the education of the young 
is a great help to teachers and scholars. It usually 
creates a spirit of harmony, and a better understanding 
of motives and methods of instruction. It serves to in- 
crease the sense of responsibility each one ought to feel 
for the success of the school. This asa rule leads to less 
tardy and absent marks in the register and better order 
and progress in the school. 

We hope to see this custom more generally observed 
throughout the district.
